House Ends Its 
Shortest Session 


Lieutenant-Governor As¬ 
sents to 66 New B.C. Acts 
After Four-week Meeting; 
Municipal Aid and Re¬

The BC. Legislature, after* the 
shortest session in Its history, pro¬ 
rogued at 4 o'clock yesterday after¬ 
noon. Just one hour later than was 
anticipated. The - delay wee due to 
a heavy Opposition attack on the 
government's Marketing Bill, the 
final piece of legislation brought 
down. 

After Ueutenant-Oovernor Hamber 
bad assented to the alxty-olx bills 
passed and made them law, the 
customary "battle of papers'* took 
place to the delight of the crowded 
galleries. Then the legislator* left 
their seats to depart to their various 
homes. 

It was the fourth session of the 
present Parliament and. many of the 
members believe, its last. The gov¬ 
ernment. however, has declined to 
commit itself publicly in any way as 
to whether there would be an election 
before the House meets again! .Pri¬ 
vately It ts suggested the present as¬ 
sembly win be summoned again next 
ML

Owen Sound, Ont., Nov. 21.—The motorship Hibon 
foundered and sank four miles north of here in Georgian 
Bay, an arm of Lake Huron, at dawn today, carrying seven 
members of its crew to their deaths including the master. 
Captain Norman McKay, and the stewardess, Miss Iona 
Johnson. 

Ten survivors reached shore on rafts which they threw 
dear before leaving the ship. With their feet in the near 
freezing water, they paddled the rafts with their handy 
from the spot where the Hibon went down a half a mile to 
land. 

They were brought to the General and Marine Hospital 
here. They were suffering from exposure, bnt doctors said 
none was in a serious condition.

Liner Uses Beam 
Radio in F

Havre. France., Nov. 21. — Little 
mentioned and still in experimental 
use on the 8s Normandie are ultra-, 
short radio wavf devices which can 
detect fog-obscured obstacles in the 
path of the vessel up to a distance of 
four and a half miles. 

The French society of radio elec¬ 
trical engineers developed the ex¬ 
perimental equipment which looks 
like two .searchlight* mounted about 
twenty feet apart. 

What appear to be searchlights, 
high on the forward part of the Nor¬ 
mandie. are In reality the transmit¬ 
ting and detecting mirrors of the 
ultra-short radio waves. The Idea be¬ 
hind the apparatus Is that radiation 
emitted in a beam will strike, the 
obstacle ahead, and that the small 
part of the reflected energy will be 
detected by the receiver tn the other 
mirror., •

Hew York City, and an In¬ 
vestigation was made fey an- official 
of (he producer. Tt was then asserted 
that the objectionable conditions 
created without hla knowledge and 
that the sets complained at "will 
never be committed either by this 
company or any of Its agents or em¬ 
ployees." Those guilty had been se¬ 
verely criticized. 

Mr. Will Hayes, president of the 
Motion Picture Producers, has been 
trying to work out a programme that 
will prevent a similar occurrence. It 
la not likely to be entirely satisfac¬ 
tory to start with and la subject to 
amendment, but the American Hu¬ 
mane Aseoclatlon may take any steps 
to prevent cruelty to animals. As I 
have stated, the producer received in¬ 
numerable protests, but the statement 
that the very objectionable incident 
occurring in the filming of "The 
Charge of the Light Brigade" will oe 
eliminated in the final showing In 
nowise obliterates the fact that it 
took place.

The result is that a given quantity 
of money has been made to measure 
three times as much In commodities, 
as It did in 1920; so that a'debt con¬ 
tracted In 1920 requires, at the pres¬ 
ent time to discharge it In commod¬ 
ities. from three to three and a half 
times Its original commodity value. < 
Xt la. no doubt, quite true to say that . 
the loan was made In money, and that 
If £100 waa lent twelve years ago, £100 
should be repayed now; but if. in the | 
meantime, that pound has been al¬ 
tered so that it measures a totally 
different quantity of goods, the fact 
that it Is still called a pound, al¬ 
though a totally different sized meas¬ 
ure. does not do sway with the in¬ 
justice.

QNE EVENING in May, 1916. the fate of the 
British Empire rested in the hand* of >n« 
little man.

Tou can 
take what view you like about the course of the 
great sea fight that followed. The result of It 
la Incontestable. The naval strength of the 
British waa still sufficient to command the teas, 
and the Germans had received such punishment 
that they never again dared to venture forth as 
a fleet. — 

Admiral Sir Reginald Bacon. In hi* biography 
“The Life of John Ruahworth, Earl Jellicoe.’' givee 
a close view of the Commander-In-Chief of the 
Orand Fleet. Sir John Jellicoe (ae he then waa;, 
on the misty and murky evening of May 31, 1916. 
when the still Invisible German High Sea Fleet 
waa known to be approaching. 

Jellicoe waa on the bridge of the Iron Duke 
wearing an old blue burberry with a band buckled 
round his waist; round hia neck was twisted a 
scarf.

Jellicoe only twenty seconds Nelson 
knew that in England there was a reserve fleet 
equal in numbers to his own. Jellicoe knew that 
the whole sea strength of England was stayed 
in the battle. 

“In those twenty seconds the fate of the 
empire most p.. janlj hung in the balance. . . .'* 

But those twenty seconds were long enough 
for~JeTHcoe to make Up his* mind. He rapped out 
an order. The order waa to execute a manoeuvre 
that had rarely. If ever, been practised by the 
Orand Fleet under his command, one that practi¬ 
cally had not previously been used during fleet 
exerciser, but a manoeuvre which. In the circum¬ 
stances, appears to have been a tactical master¬ 
piece. »

I IQWEVER. although the name Of Jellicoe must 
** ever be associated with the Battle of Jutland, 
this book is much inore than another description 
of that much-debated engagement. The author, 
naturally, gives a detailed account of the action. 
But he gives us a great deal more besides. 

He gives ua a life of Jellicoe which historians 
of the future will find of outstanding value. 

He gives us an intimate picture of this great, 
but ever retiring, seaman from the days of his 
boyhood, playing by the sea near, his home in 
Southampton, until he died, largely through 
working too hard for the good of the navy and the 
British Legion at his home in the Isle of Wight. 
He came I row wearing stock, he lived mostly 
on or near the sen among seamen, he died near the 
sea. Atthov-ti he had hie critics, he refused to 
defend himself; he would not enter Into disputes 
or quarrels m* was loved by moat of the people 
with whom he cam# in contact.

PRINCIPLE* OF DIHCIPLINE 

J EI .IJCO’g high sense of duty can be understood 
from a study of the principle* of discipline 
which he laid down for the Canadian Government 
for the benefit Of Canada's Naval service. 

“In a consideration of the question of disci¬ 
pline." Jellicoe wrote, “one la, in these days, st 
once brought face to face with the difficulty pre¬ 
sented by the prevailing spirit of the times This 
spirit la usually roughly described as “Democracy \ 
but to a large extent It mean* a disinclination to 
accept any form of restraint, and a desire for un¬ 
restricted freedom of Ufe and action 

"From the point of view of the state this at¬ 
titude df mind is regrettable and may be danger¬ 
ous. In the Naval Service such an attitude to 
discipline is quite incompatible. Thu* it ta gen¬ 
erally agreed by all ranks that an undisciplined 
ship fa nearly always a discontented and un¬ 
happy one." 

Jellicoe gave some “essential rule#" for teach¬ 
ing and maintaining (discipline. They include: 

"All officers must be thoroughly disciplined 
and must be a# efficient aa p se a lble ao as to win 
the rseportof their men. _ 

"Justice must always be given. Infinite pains 
being taken in bearing defaulters. 

"Unkindnees (including sarcasm) must never 
be sllowed. 

"Courtesy must always be practiced. 

“Reproof must always be impersonal, for It la 
administered because the offender he* not acted 
up to the high standard of the Navy "

Medical Library 

Great Army Collection 
Now Celebrating Hund¬ 
redth Birthday 

AN OUTSTANDING INSTITUTION la oelebAtln* 
** its hundredth birthday this year Although 
relatively few person* may ever have heard of it, 
its fame has spread all over the world. 

This institution la the United States Army 
Medical Library, or. as it la aluo known, ths 
Library of ths Surgeon-General's Office. It u 
housed irv, * modest red brick building adjacent 
to the Smithsonian Institution In Washington. 
D.C. Witfeln this building may be found a collec¬ 
tion of rare and historic medical specimens, photo¬ 
graphs. and is veritable treasure mine of medical 
literature. Th# library contains 1.000.000 Items. 
400.000-of which are books It ha* been called 
“the best medical library in the world." 

The Army Medical Library played an important 
part in the development of medicine, and. accord¬ 
ing to Dr. Henry E. Slgeriat. medical historian, 
“haa mad# itself felt all over the world." 

"It la probably th# only case in history." Dr. 
Blgerist states, “where a military authority in one 
oountry haa contributed so much to international 
knowledge." 

The high esteem In which the library 1* heid 
may be seen from the fact that Sir Humphrey 
Davy Rolleston, one of England’s most eminent 
physicians, journeyed to this country especially to 
deliver the oration of the evening at the library's 
one hundredth birthday party, held In the library 
building In Washington on November 16. 

Tou can find In this library reference* »o 
everything of importance on medicine and allied 
subject* that h*» ever been published in any 
language “*lnce the world began." These refer¬ 
ences are available through the world-famous 
Index Catalogue which the library publishes. This 
catalogue wa* started by the library'* first libra¬ 
rian. John Shaw Billing*, to who also goes credit 
fur building up the library Itself. 

The Index Catalogue was started in 1880 Suu e 
then three series, making up forty-aeven large 
volumes, have been published. One series takes 
from fifteen to twenty years to c om plete Every 
year one volume containing 75.000 to 100.000 refer¬ 
ences is published. 

Besides publishing the Index Catalogue, which 
goes to libraries and medical institutions all over 
the world, the library receives end make* avail¬ 
able * vast store of medical literature. About 
1.800 medical journals in eighteen different lan¬ 
guages are regularly received Of the 800 known 
medical Incunabula (books dating before 1800 
AD ) in the world, the library contain* 450. It has 
tha largest and most complete aeries of French 
theses on medicine to be found inywher In the 
world. This collection is not even approached in 
France itself. The number of Oerman thesis on 
-medicine in the Army Medical Library la even 
larger. 

The work of the library la carried on by a 
staff of twenty-six persona.

Of Last 100 Years 

P HILIP OUEDALLAB “The Hundred Tear*" 
(Hodder and Stoughton), cover* the century 
that end* next June since the accession of Qur< n 
Victoria. An account of what ha* happen^ 
during that period In Europe and Amerira. of the ^ 
momentous development* and changes that b*' ’ 
overcome western civilization, during the - pa-^t 
few generations, would seem to require more th**,» 
the 350-odd pages devoted to It even by so ac¬ 
complished an author aa Mr. Ouedalla. But l*e 
has treated his subject in the manner of a pho¬ 
tographer He ha* presented us with no more 
than "a series of leading moments." And the 
result Is vivid, dramatic, haunting. 

And the method haa evidently been follow* ,1 
only after much thought. Two year* of thoug >t 
and reading, in fact, were spent by the author 
before he actually started writing thla book in 
1934 So there la nothing slapdash about It. 

The book start* with "Dawn—6 am. on Jun* 

20. 1837—over Kensington. It was broad daylight 
by then in St. Petersburg. Bugle call* were ring¬ 
ing out In the barrack yards of Imperial Qerma:., 

-Early -weeker* were kuzrying-acroea th# emp y 1 
streets of Paris Across th# Atlantic It waa still 
night. 

That is no attempt to summarise faithfully 
the opening pages of Mr. Guedalla'a history. Or<» 
would merely suggest the way he rings up hia 
curtain We see the stage before us. We get on 
impression of vast detail. We hav# the aeneation 
that something rather tremendous must happen. 

We see. at last, th* figure of th* girl Prtncaas Vic¬ 
toria. awakened from "so sweet a sleep" and enter¬ 
ing a room where her fjjnkful visitors awaited ier 
with her hair still about her shoulders, with, her 
body clad in dressing gown and a shawl. . . . 

The book ends with the scene, this year, with 
the passing of the coffin Of King George V across 
Trafalgar Square to the great Hall at Weetminat. r 
—wo soon after the dead monarch had celebrated 
hi* Jubilee. The street*, on both occasion#, were 
crowded with the subject* of a King "of whom 
they were not In th# 4 least afraid." 

But do not imagine that England, or Ore^t 
Britain, or the Empire can monopolise the pen 
of such a writer aa Mr. Guadalla. Oermany and 1 
France. Russia and America .play part* a* peat Jl 
if not greater, in this story. 

Aa an example of the author** stylo and 
method, listen to this account of Lenin's arrival ( 
In 1917 in the elty that from 8t. Petersburg had 
become known aa Petrograd. and that waa. In time, 
to be named after tn* Bolshevik exile himself • 

“It was after dark, when the first light# of 
Petrograd slid past hla carriage windows and the 
train drew into the Finland station with it# dingy # 
shed and discouraged Iron pillar*.

Health Officials Draw 
Up Regulations For 
Infantile Paralysis 
Outbreaks 

\Y/HAT to do about infantile paralysis continues 
^ to worry not only parents byt physicians and 
health officers. While the laboratory scientists 
are at work on the problem, searching for effec¬ 
tive means of controlling this childhood scourr? 
those.-responsible for children s health and welfare 
■ wonder hoar they can beet protect their young 
chargee from the disea*e. Whether La vaccinate, 
to spray, to close schools are some of the un- 


A committee of the Essex County Health 
Officers Association Of New Jersey tried to find 
the answer Xj theee questions by sending a quea- 
■ tiormair* to a group of eity health officer*. ** 

The answers they received, os reported tn the 
current Issue of The American Journal of Public 
Health show a wide variety of opinion Some 
health officers frankly said that so little 
known about the disease that they were reluctant 
to commit themselves. 

On two points there woe general agreement st 
opinion. One of these was that the infection 
enters the body through the upper part of ths 
nose and pharynx—the apace back of the nose 
leading toward mouth and throat—and that the 
virus of the disease reaches the individual by 
direct contact, usually through onecalng,, cough¬ 
ing, kissing and droplet infection. 

The other point generally agreed on waa that 
all Infantile paralysis patients should be sent to 
hospitals because this gives the patient a better 
chance for recovery atfd also avoid* alarm through¬ 
out the eommuaiti, 

After considering the answers to their ques- 


County committee drew up a set of eight regula¬ 
tions which they believe to be the beet practice 
at present.

Power Supplies 

Estimates Made of 
Future U.S. Resources 

By BATSON DAVIS 

WASHINGTON, D C. 

T AKING a look toward the future, reports be¬ 
fore the Third World Power Conference here 
gave estimates of how tong petroleum, coal, 
natural gas and water power resource* of the 
United State* will last. 

The results are: 

Petroleum—There I* a possibility of the short¬ 
age of domestic pstfoICTUh lfl'Th* United States aa 
early aa 1*40. and the probability of a considerable 
shortage by 1*46. This does not mean that there 
is imminent danger of exhaustion of petroleum 
reserves and there !• no Justification for hysteria 
ln the figure* reported. But wasteful methods of 
drilling and using are deplored. 

Coal—The question of coal conservation la 
considered immediate and urgent. Although th* 
dai YCMWeci are sufficient for sevsrs) genera¬ 
tions, they are sufficiently limited to make the 
avoidance of unne ces sary waste a matter of social 
concern. The life of the coal resource* at their 
recent maximum, demand la from 1.700 to 2.200 
years. With a probable increased demand xhe 
reserves are to be considered sufficient not for 
thousands but for hundreds of years only. 

Natural gas—Known domestic reserves are from 
seventeen to twenty times the annual consump¬ 
tion, although estimates are difficult to make be¬ 
cause conditions change rapidly 

Water power—Expert* consider, that only a 
comparatively small percentage of the total 
potential hydro-electric power haa been developed. 
Many other factors enter Into use of water far 
electric power, among them relation of power 
development to navigation, recreation, wild Ufa. 

soil cul tivation, etc.. - „ 

The possibility of replacing all the "manufac¬ 
tured goo." usually mads from coal, with the 
by-product gas of petroleum refineries la sug¬ 
gested in one of the reports The second moat 
Important gas resource 6f America Is ths nearly 
200.000.000.000 cubic feet of gsa which has be-n 
stripped of all condensable -constituent* that can 
be used in motor fuel It haa high heating value, 
can be made highly uniform and the refineries 
where it is produced are much more favorably 
located with respect to potential markets than 
are natural gas fields. In recent years natural gas 
has been piped long di s ta nce s , la some cases, to 
displace or compete with manufactured gas. and 
th* technologists foresee that the use of the by¬ 
product (mm of American oil refineries might gi«» 
a more permanent source of gas for city use over 
a longer period of years than ln the csss of 
natural gas. 

In the generation and distribution of electrls 
power, engineers have effected notable economies 
in fuel consumption and the use of materials. 
Thla la a conservation step. But many engineers 
at the conference feel that this Is not enough. 

- Mining of coal, for Instance. ~ requires careful 
engineering to reduce waste. And going beyond 
production and distribution, tome raise the ques¬ 
tion of the use of the power. Power may be used 
for purposes that constitute only "a waste of what 
the engineers have so economically produced. - 

Worlds Wet Spot 

THl WORLD’S champion wet spot Is the top 
^ of Mt. W a laic ale. ln the middle of the Island 
of Kaul. westernmost of ths larger islands of ths 
Hawaiian group. There the average annual rain¬ 
fall piles up to the Impressive Vlgure of 451 
inches, and total precipitations in single really 
rainy years have'reached as much ss 600 Inches 
It Is one of the world’s wettest spots 

To keep sn accurate official record of this ex¬ 
traordinary rainfall, a huge rainguage. bigger than 
a barrel, haa been set up on the mo u ntain top. 
If is stoutly mads of copper, end tt wttt take cere 
of *00 inches of rein without overHowlng. 

The guage is reed only once s year, because tt 
Is such s nuisance to get to the summit of Waia- 
lesle. Part of the way la a ceaseless struggle with 
dense, wet. matted tree* and shrubs, and ths rest 
of it lies across an open stretch of low vegetation, 
with e ndle s s r iv ulets trickling between groJa 
hummocks. And everywhere there Is thick, sticky, 
seemingly bottomless mud. Oettlng stuck lh the 
mud ss s peril of mountain climbing sounds s bit 
funny—but those who have had the experience 
on Walaleale are emphatic In their declarations 
that there is not a bit of fun ln It. 

Earlier rainguage* on Walaleale were smaller, 
necessitating at first monthly, then quarterly 
ascents. The mountaineering meteorologists were 
not sorry, therefore, when theee developed defects, 
and the huge, once-a-year guage wo* built to re¬ 
place them. 

At one time, an effort was made to get data 
on evaporation isles on the summits But the 
sheltered copper evaporation pans stood month 
after month without losing any water at all. so 
the scientists gave It up aa a bad Job. In reading 
the rainguage. It Is simply assumed that evapora¬ 
tion is zero—though actually tt probably does 
occur to the extent of some unimportantly small 
fraction of an Inch -a month. 

Mount Walaleale achieves its wetness partly 
through the simple fact that It thrusts it* mors 
than 5.000 feet of altitude directly Into the path 
of the moisture-laden subtropical trade winds. 
Even more than this, however. It acta as a mois¬ 
ture trap for winds that blow near its base. To¬ 
gether with the slightly higher Mount Kswalklni. 
shout a mile to the south. It Is ths focus of a 
whole nest of deep canyons, up which tbs winds 
swoop, bringing with them condensed moisture 
from lower levels. Thus the summit receives s 
double portion of rain. 

The extreme wetness of Walaleale receives 
dramatic emphasis from the almost desert-like 
conditions that prevail at s sea-level locality 
only fourteen miles distant. This spot, blocked 
off from the moisture-bearing winds by th* 
mountains themselves, has an annual rainfall of 
only about eleven Inches—Just about that of the 
drier porta of Arisons. Probably nowhere ln the 
world Is there such a sudden contrast between 
rain-forest and desert.

One-eyed Demon of 
Greek Fame Traced 
Back to Babylonians v 

DEMEMBER old villain Cyclop* ln Greek myth* 

*' ology, with one terrible ey* in the middle of 
his forehead. ~ ^ 

That picturesque monster, archaeologists hav* 
now discovered, was not invented by Oreek 
imagination at aU. Babylonians knew about 
Cyclop*—which mean* round-eyed—back ln th# 
days of Abraham. And that was around 2000 
B C... and over 1,000 y«ors before the Oreek F98JI 
Homer made the Cyclopes famous as giant cava 
dwellers who ate men and defied gods. 

Discovery of a bas-relief plainly showing a 
Babylonian god stabbing one of the Cyclopean 
demons has been reported from Iraq, where .an 
expedition of the Oriental Institute of the Uni¬ 
versity of Chicago haa been unearthing Babylonian 
cities The remarkable sculpture was unearthed 
at Tell Asmar, site of ancient Eshnunns. 

The Cyclops is shown completely ln the god's 
power. His hands are tied behind his back, a 
broad knife la stuck ln his ribs, and Just to oe 
•urs be doesn't get away the god haa planted 
one foot on old Cyclops's toes. In all thla dis¬ 
comfort, th* sculptor has forced Cyclops to "turn 
his face to ths audience" to reveal ths horror of 
his one big round eya and the jplghtleas traces of 
ordinary eyes below tt. Rays of light or firs 
around his head like flower petals ahow that thla 
was Indeed no ordinary creature. 

Dr. Henri Frankfort, field director of ths Iraq 
expedition, colli attention to the flounced skirt ln 
which the monster was dressed ss a significant, 
historic point. Clothe* like this were fashionable 
in Mesopotamia before 2500 BC. But by 2000 
BC., when th* sculpture was mode, flounced 
skirt* were antiques, and ths sculptor, trying to 
dress Cyclops ln traditional manner, managed only _ ; 
what Dr. Frankfort call* a "bungled version." 
From this bit of evidence. Dr. Frankfort la con¬ 
vinced that Cyclop* was no new idea to Baby¬ 
lonians even as early as 2000 B.C. 

Finding that Oreeks borrowed mythological 
figures from the east. Dr. Frankfort emphasises, 
"does not diminish in any way our appreciation 
for the originality of the Oreek mind." 

The Greek* were late arrivals ln an ancient 
and highly developed civilised world, the archae¬ 
ologist points out, and discoveries such ss this 
Illustrate how our modern civilization Is. through 
Greece, inseparably linked with the ancient Near 
East. 

First evidence Babylonians were snake wor¬ 
shippers is another result of the expedition. Tbo 
discovery consists of two cauldron-shaped pots, 
one plsced upside down over the other, unearthed 
In s temple at Tell-Asmar Decorations on th* 
jars glorify, the power of the snake, and an un¬ 
broken saucer found ln the lower Jar with omall 
animal and bird bones suggests to the archae¬ 
ologists that s live snake was kept in the covered 
container. 

At Ischoll. another site explored by the ex¬ 
pedition. a temple of sundried brick haa com* to 
light, revealing that ancient Babylonian architects 
built temples on a large scale and worked with 
great care. A statue of the goddess Iahtar-Kttlturn 
was found still enthroned ln the temple.

Idea behind this new aid to ma¬ 
rine navigation -ta the fact that 
science has found a way to circum¬ 
vent the often freak apparent direc¬ 
tions of sound signals in fogs In the 
old daya a foghorn blast might ap¬ 
pear to come from straight ahead • 
when, in reality, the sound source was i 
many points to the port or starboard.

With the new equipment a. ship s ! 
master merely has to time the arrival ' 
of the foghorn's roar In his pilot 
house and he can quickly work out | 
his distance from it to within the 
length of his vessel 

Synchronised with the emission of 
the sound signal ts a characteristic 
radio signal from the lighthouee or 
lightship. The latter arrives practic¬ 
ally instantaneously, while the sound 
signal takes 6 5 seconds to travel a 
nautical mile. The captain, by radio, 
thus knows when the sound starts, 
and with his stopwatch can time Its 
arrival. The system has an accuracy 
of 10 per rent at the worst, which 
sounds like a lot but Is really only 
s tenth of a mile or 528 feet. Most 
of the parse njr-r liners on the ocean 
and many freighters exceed 800 feet 
lit length. 

Moreover with his radio loop aerial, 
the navigator can tell his direction 
from the radio beacon and Its syn¬ 
chronised sound source.

By a doa*n years of continuous 
trap-nesting, pedlgraelng and line¬ 
breeding at hit farm at Qualicum 
Beach he has set himself up as the 
acknowledged King of Rhode Island 
Red men in Canada and one of the 
greatest poultry breeders In the world. 

HI* name is coupled with the breed 
he developed, for Burgess Rhode 
Island Reds are known throughout 
the province. Ae e matter of fart, the 
tremendous popularity of Reds m 
British Columbia la due in a large 
part to hla work. 

Last year Red croft 4 If. high-bred 
pullet from hla contest pen. laid 327 
egga In fifty-one weeks for a new 
Canadian record and unofficially 
equalled the world mark of 334 
eggs In a calendar year. 

Of hla record breaker. Mr Burges*,

WINTER RECORD 
The very first year Mr Burgees 
entered the egg-laying contests, one 
of hie pens at the Dominion Experi¬ 
mental Station, Saanlchton, art a 
world record for winter production 
of heavy breeds.

RIGHT SOIL 

Boll 4s one of the Important points 
to consider In growing plants. For¬ 
tunately any good loamy soil will 
grow fair house plants. The main 
thing la to have the proper balance < 
to meet the needs of your various . 
plants. Not only should the sol] con- j 
tain all of the chemical elements re- I 
qulred by the plant, but there should 
be the right relation or balance be- ' 
twain-these element*. 

For example, take the acidity of the 
soil Boll chemlata call this the pH 
Trading- of-th* wtrtt ~ Thr-pn seat* ir- 
comparmble to an ordinary thermo¬ 
meter and eevtn on this scale la 
neutral, thst is. neither acid or alka¬ 
line. All under seven la acid and all 
over seven is alkaline. Some plants 
like azalea*, require a decidedly acid 
soil, while others like rosea and 
gerantuihs require a more nearly 
neutral aoll. 

Very few of our house plants re¬ 
quire a very acid or an alkaline aoll. 
but Just slightly on the acid aide. 

Mechanical condition of the aoll Is 
also important. Certain plants like 
fern* and begonias require a loamy, 
fibrous soli that la well drained A 
rather heavy clay loam la generally 
considered beat for rosea. And eo It 
goes throughout the Hat of plants 

But as a rule. 


~rHE MAJORITY of our house plant* j 
1 require a little water each and 
every day—end a bath every three or 
four weeks, with plenty of soap, la an 
aid to their health. 

Cacti, and the succulents In general, 
require less frequent attention. to 
watering, but every kind of plant re¬ 
quires special treatment. Certain 
plants. Uka the umbrella plant, will 
grow^ with thetr roots In water, or 
rather with the pole in Which they 
are growing submerged in water.

Plants absorb moisture from the j 
soil through the root hairs on the 
growing tips of their roots. And when 
there 1* a shortage of moisture In the 
soli the root hairs fall to qupply the 
needed moisture and the plant 
suffers. In extreme cgses. the plant 
Indicates this shortage of moisture 
by wilting. 

Too much moisture on the other 
hand la about as harmful as too little 
water; and so It becomes necessary to 
have drainage openings in the bottom 
of all flower pots and other con¬ 
tainers. to allow the excess water to 
escape. 

DOUBLE POTT IN O 

Delicate plants like palms and ferns 
may be protected from becoming too 
dry by double potting—that Is plac¬ 
ing one pot inslda of another If 
your plant Is growing In a six-inch 
pot. you should place It inside of an 
eight-inch pot and fill the Interven- 
lngapace between the two pots with 
peat moaa. The moss should be well 
moistened before it is packed Into 
the space around the Inner pot. Then, 
whenever the plant la watered th* 
moaa should also be given a little 
water. Painting * or enameling the 
outer pot xrtll largely prevent the 
evaporation of moisture, and palms 
treated tn this manner will often go 
for a whole week without watering. 

Aphids or plant llce^nd mealybugs 
are two of the moat troublesome in¬ 
sects on house plants, and frequent 
washing of ftemi and leaves of the 
plants with soapy water la quite ef* 
feet I've in dealing with these Insect*

It retards the evaporation of 
moisture when the road is first laid, 
and the growth of salt crystals as the 
road eventually dries out tendi to 
diminish shrinkage and cracking of 
the cliy bond. The latter la an im¬ 
portant fgatura as the ell ml n atkua of 
shrinkage tends to prevent ravelling 
of the mineral aggregates under 
power traffic. ,; ' 1 


j~jIRKCTLY and Indirectly, salt plays 
an important part In the agri¬ 
cultural industry. Por example, apart 
from personal use. It la fairly wall 
known that about a million and a 
half pounds of salt are used annually 
in Canadian poultry and live stock 
feeds and over five million pounds in 
Canadian fruit and vegetable pre¬ 
parations every year, but th* applica¬ 
tion of salt In making roadk of the 
kind particularly beneficial to far¬ 
mers is not so familiar. 

The use of salt in roadmaking la a 
Canadian Idea which la being widely 
adopted In other countries, am the re¬ 
sult of experiments originating in the 
province of Nova Bootla.
